Blackbirds used for Food. 
There is a large trade in P h ila ­ 
delphia iii blackbirds. 
Some years 
ago when it first began says the 
New York Mall and E xpress, very 
tew birds were sold; but the res­ 
ta u ra n t and private families soon 
found 
th a t the birds 
could be 
m ade tender aud palatable by p a r­ 
boiling them and then baking in 
a pie, and notv dozens of bunches 
of blackbirds, twelve in a bunch, 
are sold a t the 
very best game 
depots. 
The trade continues from 
April w hen the birds come back 
from 
the 
south until 
early iii 
October when they leave this la ti­ 
tude, and all the season through 
there is one unvaring price dem an­ 
ded for this sort of gam e. viz. 25 
cents per “ b u n c h ” of twelve birds. 
The birds are shot by farmers, boys 
and other sportsm en. As the birds 
fly to their feeding grounds in the 
m orning and back to their roosts 
in the woods at sundow n, and their 
flight is straig h t, the gunners can 
fire volleys 
into their fluttering 
flocks whenever the)’ come w ithin 
range while crossing the country. 
A t early m orning an hour or two 
before the sun sits, the swamps and 
crow blackbirds, two very different 
species, seem less wary and feed 
in the plow furrows or along the 
banks of creeks and rivers where 
worms and fresh-w ater shell-fish 
abound, and volleys of No. 6 shot 
decimate 
their ranks. 
T heoreti­ 
cally, there is no reason why the 
flesh of the blackbird should not be 
used for food. 
They feed on cher­ 
ries 
currents 
fruit, 
grain 
and 
worms, just as 
reed-birds doves, 
wild pigons aud plenty of other 
palatable game birds do. 
B lack­ 
birds do not cat carrion, and, al­ 
though they are polygamous, don’t 
m ate and lay their eggs in nests of 
other birds they are not otherw ise 
different from other species. 
They 
are noisy, cheeky and great pests 
of the farm ers and those who have 
chem - orchards or graperies, and 
iliose who know blackbirds best 
will set it down as an invariable 
rule th a t while they can steal ripe 
cherries they will never touch any 
other kind of food. 
N o country 
people 
eat 
blackbird any 
more 
th a n they eat crows. 
They look 
upon both 
warblers 
with about 
the same kind of feelings. 
T here

Tbs P re-em ption, T im ber C nlture and 
D esert Law R epeal Bill 
Passes the 
House by a Vote of 183to 40.—Will P rob­ 
ably Pass th e Senate. 


The house bill providing for the repeal of 
the pre-emption, timber culture and desert 
land laws passed the house by a vote of 183 
to -la. The bill was called up under a sus­ 
pension of rules by C hairm an Cobb, of the 
committee on public lands, and its provis­ 
ions explained by him. 
Nelson of Minne­ 
so ta said: 
He regretted th a t the chairm an of the 
land co m m u te should have attem pted to 
pass this hill under a suspension of the 
rules- Only fifteen minutes was allowed 
for d eb ate on one of the most im p o rtan t 
measures th a t has yet come before the 
house. 
He did no t believe that; the house 
could lie made to understand the im po rt­ 
ance of this measure, which repealed laws 
th at had stood upon the sta tu te books 
ainee 1841. 
P ayson of Illinois was especially bitter 
against the laws which it was p r o p o s e d to 
repeal, and his five minutes’ advocacy of 
the bill had much to do with the weakness 
of the opposition.

American International Workingmen’s as 
sociation."

This association, with all its branches, is 
essentially anarchical iii theory mid prac­ 
tice. The mi in articles of its creed are a r ­ 
son, robbery and murder.

Salt Lake Tribune: At Denver, in 
the winker of 1863, the principal 
theatre wa3 run under the inanage- 
At th at time 
some 6,000 Union soldiers were sta­ 
tioned there. The soldiers took great 
interest in tile theatre, and were its 
principal, or at least its most enthusi­ 
astic, patrons. Every night the house 
was crowded—particularly the gallery 
—with soldiers. To please the boys in 
blue, Mr. La tigrish p u to n the “Siege 
of Lucknow.” 
Both men and officers 
took great interest in the piece. They 
were determined th a t it should be 
produced in fine style. The soldiers 
made a lot of bombs to be used in the 
fort scene, the officers allowed two 
cannons to be brought to the theatre 
for use in the fort, and about til tv 
men, armed with muskets, volun­ 
teered to act as the attacking army of 
natives. For two or 
three 
days 
previous to the riLht when the piece 
was to be presented there were more 
soldiers at work on the stage and 
about the theatre than helpers of any 
other kind. They bossed all the war­ 
like preparations. 
The great night came and the sol­ 
diers had the house. 
Not only were 
they in the gallery, but they also filled 
the seats aud the lower floaty.

The Bremen and Hull ves­ 
sels are named after Birds, and the 
I jilted States and Brazil line selects 
names ending in “alice,” such as the 
Finance, the Advance and the Re­ 
liance. 
The Mona!ch line, on the 
other hand, deals in monarchs, and 
its list comprises the Assyrian Mon­ 
arch, the Lydian Monaich.the Grecian 
Monarch, etc.

N itro’GIyecrisio in M edicine, 
Chicago News.—“Bo you handle dyn­ 
amite?” asked the reporter, as the 
drug clerk washed the emptied soda- 
water ulass and collected his money. 
“No,” said the clerk, “hut we have 
nitro-glye«rine which is the explosive 
element of dynamite. 
Bo you want 
to see some of it?” 
“ Yes,” said the reporter, who was 
then led to the prescription case. The 
clerk took from a shelf a small bottle 
lilied with minute sugarcoated pellets 
and exhibited the label, “Nitro glycer­ 
ine pills. I Doth grain.” 
“ Pills!” exclaimed the reporter in 
some surprise. 
“What are they for?” 
“ Medicine; that ought to be appar­ 
ent. T h a t’s the only form iii which 
we touch the infernal stuff, and if you 
wanted it for use in the arts or to j>er- 
petrate any deviltry I couldn’t tell 
you wlrre to find it. By nam it e is 
common enough. Ywu can obtain it 
a t any general supply house iii Chica­ 
go. 
It is known as ‘giant powder,’ 
•Hercules powder,’ 
‘blasting clay,’ 
a n d a long list of deceptive names. 
But JOU could make nitro glycerine 
easily enough, and dynamite, too, tor 
that mat ter, Of a seven-pound mix­ 
ture, for instance, take one part of 
nitric acid and two parts of sulphuric 
acid. Then slowly mix iii one pound 
ol pure glycerine, stirringgently. You 
will have a pale-yellow ish, oily fluid, 
win Ii. after a few water baths, is nitro­ 
glycerine. 
lf you want dynumitesoak 
this product iii sawdust, porous clay, 
or some other absorbent agent, and 
then von will have dynamite ready 
[or the quarrym an or the Anarchist.” 
“What about nitro glycerine as a 
drug?” 
“Well,” said the clerk, “it is classed 
as a poison. 
It affects directly the 
nervous and arterial systems. 
The 
smallest dose will produce an instant 
flush of I he face, pains in the head, 
and highly accelerated pulse. Its act­ 
ive properties vary, audits results de­ 
pend largely upon the condition of the 
subject. 
i have heard of a ease in 
Philadelphia where a man died almost 
instantly from a dose estimated at 
twenty grains. The autopsy revealed 
congestion in every part of the body. 
Tile brain tissue had lost color, the 
lungs were engorged with blood, and 
the heart was empty. 
The victim’s 
death must have been one of terrible 
agony, although happily the struggle 
was brief. 
In these small doses of one- 
hundredth of a grain nitro glycerine 
is frequently prescribed for a large 
number of nervous disorders. 
It has 
only been in use since 1874, when its 
efficacy was discovered by a German 
chemist. J can’t say th a t it is gaining 
or loosing favor in medical uses; it 
just about holds its own. 
Rather a 
clever and far-seeing old dame Nature 
is, ain’t she, th a t she turns to our 
good even the worst of her products?” 


H ow to Select tile Choice Cuts and 
«jet Along: W ithout the B u tch ­ 
er's < Opinion. 


' From tho New York Mail and Express. 
The majority of people who buy 
I meat depend, as to its quality, upon 
I the statement ot the man who sells it 
to them. 
A ri h piece of meat, in their 
eyes, is no different from a poor piece. 
A tough steak or roast is not discov­ 
ered until it comes on the table. 
And 
yet the quality of meat can easily he 
told by running the finger over it. 
People can educate 
themselves 
iii 
meat as well and as successfully as 
they eau in art matters. 
“ If people would investigate this 
subject,” s*aid an expert, “they need 
never ask a butcher’s opinion. Re- 
card should lie had for three things— 
color, grain and the lines of fat. The 
color should be bright and red; the 
grain close, so that when the finger 
passes over it, a smooth, even surface 
presents itself, and the fat lines should 
be line and run all through the red 
flesh. 
“The flavor will he preserved and 
the tenderness and juiciness can be re­ 
lied upon, ff’iie cook, however, often 
fights the butcher, and never fails to 
knock him out when he calls to his 
aid the seething-pot and Hie frying- 
pan.” 
“Taking beef as the standard for 
butchers’ wares, the best meat comes 
from New Jersey, Illinois, Ohio and 
Iowa. 
In the last three named, the 
cattle have good fetal ing and care and 
a .'•bort ride to the si augh ter-pen be­ 
fore being dressed and sent East. 
A 
Colorado or Texas steer furnishes the 
poorest and least desirable meat th at 
comes to New York. 
Veal and m ut­ 
ton? Well, veal propels cooked Is as 
desirable a meat as ever finds its way 
into market, although it is generally 
considered to afford little nourish­ 
ment and to he hard to digest. 
Mut­ 
ton, when it has been allowed to hang 
throe or four days, is also a whole­ 
some meat. The antipathy of some 
people to it, I believe, results from 
their having a t one time got hold of a 
U*2 of strong old sheep. While an old 
sheep is always rank, a young one is 
never so. There is also a great differ­ 
ence as to t he kind of a sheep it is—a 
ewe or a wether. The wether is al­ 
ways the tenderest and the most fine­ 
ly flavor* '*; it stands in the same re- 
la! ion to mutton th a t capon does to 
poultty.” 
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Fourteen hundred black fish were 
driven ashore by men in boats at Wood 
End, Provincetown. The fish were 
speared and sold a t public auction at 
an average of $ 1..21 apiece, the gross 
proceeds being nearly $15,000. This 
amount was divided among the men 
engaged in the catch, each received 
about $30. The average amount of 
oil from each fish is one barrel. Tlii- 
is the first school of black fish which 
has been seen in th a t locality for a 
number of vears.

There is a large trade 
in P h ila ­ 
delphia in blackbirds. 
Som e years 
ago when it first began 
says the 
N ew York Mall and E x p r e ss, very 
tew birds w ere sold; but the res­ 
taurant and private fam ilies soon 
found 
that 
the birds 
could be 
m ade tender aud palatable by par­ 
boiling them 
and then b a k in g in 
a pie, and n ow dozens o f bunches 
of blackbirds, tw elve in a bunch, 
are sold at the 
very best gam e 
depots. 
T he trade c o n tin u es from 
A pril w hen the birds com e back 
from 
the 
south until 
early in 
October when they leave this la ti­ 
tude, and all the season through 
there is one unvaring price dem an­ 
ded for this sort o f gam e. viz. 25 
cents per “ b u n c h ” of tw elve birds. 
The birds are sh ot by farmers, boys 
and other sportsm en. 
A s the birds 
fly to their feeding grounds in the 
m orn in g and back to their roosts 
in the woods at sun d ow n , and their 
flight is stra ig h t, the gunners can 
fire volleys 
into their fluttering 
flocks w henever they com e w ithin 
range w hile crossing the 
country. 
At early m orning an hour or tw o 
before the sun sits, thes*vamps and 
crow blackbirds, tw o very different 
species, seem less w ary and feed 
in the plow furrows or a lo n g the 
banks o f creeks and rivers w here 
worms and 
fresh-w ater shell-fish 
abound, and volleys of N o. 6 shot 
decim ate 
their ranks 
T h eo reti­ 
cally, there is no reason w hy the 
flesh of the blackbird should not be 
used for food. 
T hey teed on cher­

currents 
fruit, 
grain 
and 
worms, just as 
reed-birds doves, 
w ild p:gous and p len ty o f other 
palatable gam e birds 
do. 
B lack ­ 
birds do not eat carrion, aud, al­ 
though they are polygam ous, don’t 
m ate and lay their eggs in n ests of 
other birds th ey are n ot otherw ise 
different from other species. 
T hey 
are noisy, cheeky and great pests 
of the farmers and those w ho have 
cherry orchards or graperies, and 
iliose w ho k n o w blackbirds best 
will set it dow n as an invariable 
rule that w hile they can steal ripe 
cherries they will never touch any 
other kind of 
food.

The house bill providing for the repeal of 
the pre-emption, tim ber culture and desert 
land law s passed the house by a vote of 183 
to 4*>. The bill was called up under a su s­ 
pension of rules by C hairm an Cobb, of the 
com m ittee on public lands, and its provis­ 
ions explained by him. 
Nelson of Minne­ 
s o ta said: 
He regret ted th a t the chairm an 
o f the 
land com m itte should have attem p ted to 
pass this bill under a suspension o f the 
rules- Only fifteen minutes was allowed 
for d e b a te on one of the m ost im p o rta n t 
measures th a t has yet come before the 
house. 
He did n ot believe th at the house 
could lx» made to understand the im p o rt­ 
ance of this measure, which repealed laws 
th a t had stoo d upon the s ta tu te books 
since 1841. 
P a rs o n of Illinois was especially b itter 
against the laws which it was proposed to 
repeal, an d his five m inutes’ advocacy of 
the bill had much to do with the weakness 
of the opposition. 
He saitl: 
The bill had in substance already passed 
both houses, and for four years had been 
recommended by succeeding com m ission­ 
ers of the general land office and tw o secre­ 
taries of tho treasury. 
The necessity for 
the repeal was found in the report of the 
commissioner, which showed th a t all the 
frauds which had been com m itted upon the 
public d om ain had beendue to the existence 
of these laws. 
The change in the law could 
n ot O ppress settlers greatly, as it nllowed 
com m utation 
of 
the hom estead 
en­ 
tered 
entries 
raising, 
however. 
tho 
p ro b a tio n a ry jieriod from six to thirty 
m onths. 
You could n o t tak e up a report 
of a com m issioner of the general land 
office for the p a st four years w ithout find­ 
ing reports of enorm ous frauds upon the 
government, extending in single cases as 
high as 5,000 acres ol land. 
He himself 
knew of 0,000 acres of land being taken by 
one person, the Earl of Dunraven, under 
the pre-emption act, and reports of special 
agents showed th a t over 
half a million 
acres had in one case been secured by spec­ 
ulators. 
The comm issioner has h u t tw en­ 
ty-three special agents at his disposal, and 
yet he was able to prove th a t in the last 
four years over 00 per cent, of the entries 
under these laws were fictitious and fra u d ­ 
ulent.

Salt L ake Tribune: 
At Denver, in 
t.lie vtinker of 1863, 
the principal 
th e a tre was run under the m anage­ 
ment of J o h n Langrish. 
At th a t time 
some 6,000 I nion soldiers were s ta ­ 
tioned there. 
T he soldiers too k great 
interest in the theatre, an d were its 
principal, or a t least its m o st enthusi­ 
astic, pat rons. 
Every night the house 
was crow ded—particularly the gallery 
—with soldiers. 
T o please the boys in 
blue, Mr. Langrish pu t on th e “ Siege 
of L ucknow .” 
Both men and officers 
to o k great interest in the piece. They 
were determined t h a t it should be 
produced in fine style. 
T he soldiers 
m ade a lot of bom bs to be used in the 
fort scene, the officers allowed tw o 
cannons to be brought to the th e a tre 
for use in th e fort, an d a b o u t fifty 
men, arm ed with 
m uskets, 
volun­ 
teered to net as the- attack ing arm y of 
natives. 
F o r two 
or 
three 
days 
previous to the night when the piece 
was to be presented there were more 
soldiers a t work on the st ige and 
a b o u t the th eatre th a n helpers of any 
o th er kind. They bossed all the w ar­ 
like preparations. 
T be great night came a n d the sol­ 
diers had the house. 
Not only were 
they in tbe gallery, b u t they also filled 
the seats and the lower floor. 
Mrs. 
Langrish took 
the 
p a rt of Jessie 
Brown. 
When the atackf was m ade 
011 the fort the firing was terrific. 
Then bom bs began to fall into tbe 
fort. 
These were balls of y arn con­ 
taining gunpowder. 
In order to p ro ­ 
duce a good effect the reckless soldiers 
who m ade these im itation bombshells 
had placed in each nearly half a pound 
of powder. 
They m ade a report as 
loud as the largest China bombs. The 
bom bs m ade it mighty ho t for poor 
Jessie Brown. 
In less th an half a 
minute her dress was on fir*: in tw o or 
three places and everybody expected 
to see her beat a retreat. 
But those 
with Imr in the fort sm othered her 
burning dress 
and 
she sto od her 
ground. 
T hesupposition was am o n g th e peo­ 
ple of the th eatre th a t the cannon 
were not loaded. 
The priming of the 
pieces was to be flashed and a d ru m 
was to be struck to imit a te the report. 
But som e solde rs had slipjied into 
one of the cannon a cartridge con tain ­ 
ing a b o u t tw o pounds of powder. 
When those in front had begun to re­ 
ply to the fire of the attacking party 
thi* cannon was touched off and blew 
a hoi*: through the side of the th eatre 
nearly eight foot square. This excit­ 
ed th** soldiers in front, an d those in 
th e gallery began firingtheir revolvers 
up into the ceiling, while those below 
turned loose into the floor.

seconds the? whole place was so full of 
powder sm oke th a t one could hardly 
br eathe or see. The lights presented 
the app earan ce of street lam ps seen 
through a dense fog. 
The excuse th a t 
the soldiers afterw ard m ade for rid ­ 
dling the floor an I < «*i!iti2 was th a t all 
was so much like a real b a ttle th a t 
they forgot where they were an d so 
liegan tiring before they realized what 
they were a b o u t.

Then.if 
it l*e possible,lookiui a t the same time 
other books or magazine articles,etc., 
on the sam e subject. 
This reading 
books in groups impresses the con­ 
tents on the m em ory to a rem arkable 
degree. Three books of a kind read 
together a t once will teach m ore and 
leave more in the mind, a n d c a u se y o u 
to think m ore th a n 30 of the sam e 
s o r t would perused a t scattered inter­ 
vals. 
And if from tim e to tim e the 
reader will glance through his note­ 
books he will revive and preserve more 
in his m em ory th a n he would have 
deemed possible. This is a very fas­ 
cinating m ethod of reading -it gives 
to it all the zest of collecting.

Her nam e shows t h a t 
she was n o t a horn Cunarder, and 
this leads one to a brief reference to 
the rules observed by different lines. 
The Onion ships, for 
instance, are 
nam ed after S tates and Territories in 
the northw est, including W isconsin, 
Nevada, Arizona, A laska and Oregon. 
The last m entioned vessel, whose sad 
ate aw akens so m uch not ice, was p u r­ 
chased by the Ctinanl company’ from 
the Onion. 
The W hite S ta r line pre­ 
fers nam es ending in “ ie,” 
as the 
Germanic, th e Celtic a n d the B rita n ­ 
nic. 
The C anard com pany selects 
nam es ending in “ ia,” such as the 
Scythia, th e Persia, tlie Serein and 
the A urania, and the Anchor line p ur­ 
sues the sam e practice. 
The N atio n ­ 
al line very properly uses the nam es 
of nations, such as Greece, Spain and 
Egypt, while the Inm an line honors 
various distinguished cities, such as 
Chicago and Berlin. 
T he S ta te line 
goes for States, and nam es its ships 
Pennsylvania, Nebraska, etc., b u t the 
H am b urg line dips into a u th o rs and 
gives us the Wieland. the Geilert and 
the Lessing, with o ther distinguished 
names. 
The French, on the other 
hand, love wine more th a n books,and 
hence the Bordeaux line nam es its 
vessels after the best brands, such as 
Chateau 
Leon 
Yille 
and ( b a te a u 
Lalitte. 
The Bremen and Hull ves­ 
sels are nam ed after birds, and the 
United States an d Brazil line selects 
nam es ending iu “ mice,” such as the 
Finance, the Advance and the Re­ 
liance. 
The M onaieh line, on the 
oth e r hand, deals in m onarchs, and 
its list comprises the Assyrian Mon­ 
arch, th e Lydian M onaieh, the Grecian 
M onarch, etc. 
In this m anner a re­ 
m arkable degree of uniform ity is pre­ 
served iu the m idst of a wide variety 
of taste.

A R unaw ay Slave. 
Houston (Tex.) Post. 
An article in a Southern journal « 
few d ay s ago recalled the following in­ 
cident, which is doubtless remembered 
by m any people in this State: 
Soon 
after T exas was a d m itted into the 
1 nion there was a rush of emigrants 
from the older slave S tates to the new 
and fertile lands of the Southwest. 
Old p la n ta tio n s were abandoned, o* 
sold for a nom inal sum, and planter* 
with their families, slaves and stock 
emigrated in 
large 
num bers. The 
ro ute from the upper tier of States 
was across Georgia, to A labam a, and 
thence by boat to a gulf port, Apalachi­ 
cola or Mobile, from whence vessels 
were chartered for New Orleans or Gal­ 
veston. 
Sometimes, however, th e en­ 
tire journey was overland. 
F ro m a 
pa rty of these em igrants, while they 
were traveling through Georgia, a m u ­ 
la tto boy disappeared on oneoceasion. 
He was a fine-looking and 
an 
in­ 
telligent boy. 
In 1853 the people of a 
thriving city in Georgia were surprised 
to hear t h a t a pop ular an d energetic 
young m erchant, a prom inent leader 
in society and a member of a fashion­ 
able church, had been arrested and 
lodged in jail, an d their indignation 
knew no bounds when they learned 
th a t he was claimed to he a runaw ay 
slave of a Texas planter. 
It a p p e a r­ 
ed th a t the plan ter had received in­ 
form ation from a slave dealer, one ol 
a class who kept posted as to ru n a ­ 
ways, respecting tlie w hereabouts ol 
Lis former slave. 
A writ of habeas 
corpus was sued out; witnesses weie 
sum m oned from the p la n te r’s former 
place of residence, Virginia, to prove 
th eid en tity ot the prisoner, and 
the 
best legal ta le n t was employed 
on 
bo th sides. 
T h eexam in ation ex ten d ­ 
ed over a period of seven weeks. 
The 
end came when the prisoner a tte m p t­ 
ed an explanation. 
II*: tailed to lo­ 
cate his w hereabouts previous to the 
tim e w hen it was alleged he had escaped 
from his m aster, and under the cross 
exam ination of the T e x a n ’s lawyer he 
broke down completely and confessed 
th a t he was a runaw ay slave, and 
th a t the planter who claimed him was 
Li^ m aster. 
A large sum of money 
was raised to purchase the unfo rtu­ 
nate m a n ’s freedom. 
The Texan, how­ 
ever, refused to accept an y reasonable 
price for him and took him to Texas. 
\b o u t n year after, 
however, the 
slave returned to his former home, 
and with hi- wife, who was thedaugh- 
tcr of a prom inent citizen, and his 
child, moved to a N orthern city, w here 
lie is now living.

Presently it commenced to hail, and 
for fully ten m inutes we received a te r­ 
rific bom bardm ent of hailstones as 
large as a pint cup. 
The n atu ral ve­ 
locity of such missils would he sufli- 
cient for all o rd inary purposes, but 
when hurled by a heavy wind tliey 
come with a force nearly equal to 
cannon balls. 
In a m in u teevervp ane 
of 2lass on the tra in was broken out, 
and on m any of the car.- the sides and 
roofs were broken in. The clatter of 
tint Imii-tonc- striking was awful, and 
the screams of t he women and children, 
am i the groans anti prayers of the 
men, d id n ’t add to the pleasantness 
of t he situation . T he big hailstones 
shot in a t the windows of the car with 
such force th a t quite a num ber of the 
passengers Acre p retty badly hurt. 
We soon found th a t our only protec­ 
tion was in crawling under the scats, 
and this was done by all the passen­ 
gers. 
When the sto rm began to get 
the heaviest the engineer stopped the 
train , a n d he an d his lirvmixn aouqht 
shelter. 
I had heard stories of hail­ 
stones of enorm ous si/.** before, and 
never believed them , b u t after this ex- 
irrience I have ju st related 1 will be­

haii-stones. 
When th.at train pulled into O m aha 
it was a sorry spectacle. 
It looked 
as if it had passed through a fusilade 
of gr it ing--guns. 
T he brass-w ork on 
the engine was battered so badly as to 
be entirely ruined, the sheet-iron jack­ 
et over the do iter burs ted in several 
places, and the smoke stack battered 
all o u t of shape. 
The repairs on th a t 
train cost the Union Pacific com pany 
several th o u sa n d dollar.-. 
The pecul­ 
iar p a rt a b o u t this storm was t h a t it 
was entirely local, the sam e as was 
the one t h a t passed over O m aha a 
week previous. 
H ailstones th a t fell 
in this city were found, by exact 
m easurem ent, to be nine inches in cir­ 
cumference.

“ Well,” said the clerk, “ it is classed 
as a poison. 
It affects directly the 
nervous an d arterial system s.

smallest dose will produce an in sta n t 
flush of I lie face, pains in the head, 
and highly accelerated pulse. 
Its a c t­ 
ive properties vary, a u d its results de­ 
pend largely upon the condition of the 
subject. 
I have beard of a case in 
Philadelphia where a m an died alm ost 
instantly from a dose estim ated a t 
tw enty grains. 
The a u to p sy revealed 
congest ion in every p a rt of the body. 
The brain tissue had lost color, the 
lungs were engorged with blood, and 
the heart was em pty. 
The victim’s 
death must have been one of terrible 
agony, although happily the struggle 
was brief. 
In these small doses of one- 
hundredth of a grain n itro glycerine 
is frequently prescribed for a large 
num ber of nervous disorders. 
It has 
only been in use since 1874, when its
